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TRAINS IN FRANCE

PARIS—The situation during the first 
days of the railroad strike is ameliorated 
greatly today and there are few signs 
that this week has seen one of the 
largest labor disturbances France has 
ever known.

The» young 
King and his entourage were utterly 
ignorant of the storm about to break. 

The King, who was surrounded by 
advisers, numerous and undecided, “had 
remained in the Necessidades palace until 
the beginning of the bombardment. Then 
many of his entourage fled, but a loyal 
and stanch few remained by the side 
of the young monarch. 

Throughout the crisis 
‘comported himself bravely. He showed 
‘himself to be absolutely fearless and 
was for remaining in the bombarded 
palace at all costs. He strongly objected 
to leaving even when the shells began to 
burst on the tower, arguing that flight 
would receive the worst possible: inter- 
pretation. 

Ultimately he yielded to the impera- |; 
tive pleadings and urgent counsels of 
his friends. He quitted the palace in 
an automobile. A cheery smile was on 
his lips as he entered the car. 

The safety of the young King was 
the chief solicitude of the few stanch 
friends who stood by the royal cause 
in its darkest hour. “I will go where- 
ever you please,’ said King Manuel, 
“even unto the thickest of the fighting, 
but I would prefer fot to abandon 
Lisbon.” 

There was, however, no help for it 
but to take this step. Flight was abso- 
lutely necessary. 

“King Manuel, despite his youth,” says 
the correspondent, “is the pluckiest man 
in Portugal.”

School authorities that have com- 
mented on this fragmentary pronounce- 
ment have been at a loss for an exact in- 
terpretation. Dissemination of facts 
through the public prints has been one 
of the most effective agencies in further- 
ing great modern developments, and no 
better illustration is afforded than that 
of the public schools. The rapidity with

Danish Sale Looms Up 


The question whether the Danish West

Igidies are for sale has recently been re- 
through that Earl 


Grey, Governor-General of Canada, is on 
his way to the Antilles to ascertain 
whether Great Britain may properly ob- 
tain possession of the colonies. It is 
also stated that Earl Grey is to make an 
exhaustive study of the stratgetic im- 
portance of the various islands in the 
Caribbean sea, with Jamaica as the cen- 
tral point for observation. That the gov- 
ernor-general of Canada will find the 
people in the West Indies ready with a 
hearty welcome is a natural conclusion 
considering the hospitality that is theirs 
by nature. Whether as a result of the 
governor’s visit there will be a_ rear- 
rangement of the positions of the nations 
in the archipelago is a different story. 
At any rate, the United States will prob- 
ably have to be approached if Great 
Britain enters into negotiations with the 
Danish home government for the transfer 
to the crown of the three islands, St. 
Thomas, St. Croix and St. John. 

On several oceasions the United States 
and Denmark have been in negotiations 
for the purchase of the, three islands by 
this country. These negotiations extend 
back to the sixties, and have been re- 
newed several] times. Recently the mat- 
ter has again been broachied in an unoffi- 
cial way, it is intimated. Jf anything 
definite has been accomplished, neither 
Washington nor Copenhagen has_ di- 
vulged the diplomatic correspondence 
recessary to such transaction.

powers? The answer lies in the strategic 
position of the islands, the harbor facili- 
ties of St. Thomas, and the possibility of 
making them a unit with other islands in 
the Antilles. At least this latter reason 
might be given so far as concerns the 
general colonial policy of Great Britain. 
Germany it is held, would like to obtain 
a coaling foothold where the British sea 
forces already have at their disposal a 
number of harbors. The United States, 
perhaps would wish to take the islands 
under her protection for the sake of end- 
ing the uncertainty regarding their dis- 
posal by Denmark. 


What the Islands Offer 


The three Danish islands have a total 
area of 138 square miles with a popula- 
tion of about 31,000. The visit of 
Booker T. Washington to Copenhagen re- 
eently proved the King of Denmark 
vitally interested in the welfare of his 
West Indian subjects, the majority of 
whom are negroes.

Charm in the New Cretonne Art W. 


F you have odd pieces of cretonne left 
over from house draperies, etc., do 
not throw them in the scrap basket, 
but fold them carefully until you have 
time to use them for the new cretonne 


art work. It is a long time since any 
needlework novelty has proved go at- 
tractive as this treatment of cretonne 
flowers on net, for the coarse mesh 
forms the foundation and the flowers of 
the cretonne are put on to show 
through. 

Suppose you decide to make a dress- 
ing table cover. Take a strip, of coarse 
white plain net and cut it the exact 
size required. The edge of this should 
be either bound with narrow ribbon or 
else with a frill of lace. Another idea 
is to use a flowered ribbon in keeping 
with the design. When the cover 
ready for decoration cut out the sprays 
of flowers from the cretonne. A pretty 
arrangement is to start a large spray 
in one corner, letting it stray across the 
net to the opposite corner. The sprays 
of flowers, if not long enough; can easily 
be increased by other flowers. A charm- 
ing table center had little French wreaths 
tied with ribbon and scattered at regular 
intervals all along the edge. All this 
was cut out of. cretonne, and the whole 
effect was extremely pretty. 

The cretonne motifs are pasted on the 
net face downward, and for this color- 
less paste is needed. It is laid over the 
net very thinly in the shape of the design 
to be attached. After the pasting has 
been done carefully apply the cretonne 
spray and press it down with the fingers.

Practically without ex- 
ception, each outline and each decoration 
is copied from a piece presrved in some 
museum or art collection. 

When brought to this country the-orig- 
inal cost is added to by packing, trans- 
portation and duty, but even so the sell- 
ing price is lower than anything of a 
like nature produced in America. Small 
boxes, vases and ornaments are not ex- 
pensive, but appreciation of them has 
been diminished on the part of the 
masses by the cheap plaster imitations 
that flooded the market a few years ago. 

It is with terra-cotta as it is with a 
gem, the real thing is always worth hav- 
ing. Anyone who appreciates real worth 
will be glad to have a piece of genuine 
terra-cotta and find an honored place for 
it among his possessions. As it is not 
common in this country, it makes de- 
sirable gifts, a happy change from, the 
many that have so long held sway. The 
prices run all the way from a $1.50.

The ‘remarkable recreation § centers 
found in Chicago do work of a different 
type from that of the school playgrounds 
of many other large cities. The two 
forms of Service are equally worthy, but 
are designed to meet different conditions, 
as well as to serve altogether separate 
groups. The difference illustrates the 
many-sidedness of the recreation move- 
ment. 

The Chicago institutions are mainly 
recreational and social, designed to serve 
the needs of adults as well as juveniles. 
They include playgrounds for children of 
school age, sand boxes or courts for 
babies and small children, gymnasiums 
for young men and women, supplemented | 
by other social and civic betterment | 
facilities; and all are in service al] the 
vear, winter activities being not sec- 
ondary to those of summer.

The realization of this unforeseen har-

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John Keats: Life,

-how the floodgates of his fancy had 


Born Amid the Humble Sur- 


roundings of a Livery 
Stable, Author Rose to 
High Literary Station. 


>. 
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HOMAS KEATS, head hostler at a 

; livery stable in London, and Frances 
Jennings, his wife, who was the daughter 
of her husband’s employer, were living 
in rooms above the stable, when John, 
their eldest son. was born, Oct. 31, 1795. 
The parents were honest, industrious 
people, but were not intellectually, nor 
in point of refinement, at all superior to 
the traditions of their station. The 
father had made his way from the place 
of penniless apprentice to that of trusted 
servant in a lucrative business, and was a 
man respected among his neighbors; the 
mother was pleasure loving, and not 
noted for high aspiration. There were 


two other sons, Thomas and George; 


and a daughter, Fanny, was not yet 4) fy,.Jon was one of those from whose | 


year old when the father passed away, 
leaving his children a small inheritance 
consisting of his own saving. 
their mother, who had inherited a con- 
siderable fortune from her father, the 
children a few years later received a 
modest portion. and were thus started in 
life more auspiciously, in a financial 
way, than their father had been. The 
money difficulties which loom rather 


large in the accounts of the poet's latter | 


vears were caused by a chancery suit 
which resulted in withholding funds that 
he should have had in hand. 

So it was neither poverty, nor, as we 
shall see, tardy appreciation which wrote 
Keats among the “inheritors of an un- 
fulfilled renown.” The pathos of his 
brief career was due to other causes, 
evident enough to those who have ob- 
served aught of the conflicting currents 
of human experience and the futility of 
entrusting any bark to their shifting 
guidance. 

Keats’ beauty and “innate refinement, 
that quality of fineness which made 
Charles Cowden Clarke say, “Had he 
been born in squalor, he would have 
emerged a gentleman;” the mercilessly 
unjust criticism which met his early 
writing, and the knowledge, even in his 
own day, that these attacks were founded 
in political rancor; the unfortunate at- 
tachment which tore him to pieces, the 
unreturning foreign exile—all these 
things combined to cast a veil of mystery 
upon his character, which for many years 
prevented a true estimate of his work. 

An unfulfilled promise has a_ potent 
charm for the human mind. We fill up 
the vague and broken outlines with all 
we can conceive of beauty and fruition, 
forgetting that not every golden morn- 
ing culminates in a glorious noon. Yet, 
the words of Dr. Henry J. Van Dyke 
express what every student of Keats 
comes to feel: “After all, we find it im- 
possible truly to understand the per- 
formance of Keats without considering 
his promise; we.cannot appreciate what 
he did without remembering that it was 
only part of what he hoped to do... . 
He held that ‘beauty is truth, but he 
held also another article that has been 
too often left out in the representation 
of his poetic creed; he held ‘truth, 
beauty,’ and he hoped one day to give a 
clear, full utterance to that higher, 
holier vision. Perhaps he has, but not to 
mortal ears.” 

The parents of Keats sent their sons 
to the school kept by the father of 
Charles Cowden Clarke, whose remin- 
iscences of the boy John are among our 
literary treasures. Himself a few vears 
older, he was a teacher of Keats and ex- 
ercised a strong influence upon him as a 
companion. During Keats’ earlier years 
at school he was more noted for his 
pugilistic tendencies than for any stud- 
fous or literary bent, but it was the 
courage, the endurance and the delight in 
muscular effort which attracted him in 
a fight; he had no affinity for its brutal 
side, and was loved by his schoolfellows 
for his ardent, generous, unselfish and 
honorable character. 

Clarke tells how he “squared up” to 
an usher who had boxed George's ears 
and. he thinks, actually struck the 
usher, “who could have put him in his 
pocket.”” To a later period belongs the 
story of how he fought many rounds 
with a butcher’s boy who was tormenting 
a kitten and became insolent when inter- 
fered with. All the physical odds being 
against Keats in this encounter, he being 
slight in figure, his complete victory 
must be ascribed to the virtue of his 
better cause. | 

The last year and a half of his school 
life saw an almost fierce hunger for 
knowledge awakened in the boy, and 


. everything was subordinated to study. 


He spent his holiday over Virgil, mak- 
ing a translation of the Aeneid, and 
walked and ate with a book in his hand. 
It was at this time that he devoured 
Lempriere’s classical dictionary and 
Tooke’s “Pantheon,” these books being 
his first an dalmost his only acquaintance 
with the Greek myths of which he was 
to make such wonderful use. 

At 14 he was apprenticed to a sur- 
geon at Edmonton, near Enfield. His 
acquaintance with the Clarke family con- 
tinued, and they lent him the books 
he now craved, but had so little pro- 
phetic insight as to be amused at his 
high soaring ambition when he asked for 
Spenser’s “Faerie Queene.” It was the 
“poets’ poet,” however, who revealed to 
him his own gift, and his earliest attempt 
at poetry, three years later, was in the 
lines “An Imitation of Spenser,” be- 
ginning ip 
“Now morning from her orient chamber 

came, 


And her first footsteps touched a verdant 


hill,

In 1812 Keats went to London to pur- 
sue his study of surgery and successfully 
passed his examinations, but letters and

surgery conflicted, and it was not long 
‘until the profession chosen for him by 
his guardian was abandoned. 
‘he became acquainted with Leigh Hunt, 
'a poet and essayist whose own literary 
|Work commands less attention now than 
| does the fact that he perceived the 
powers lodged with Keats and encour- 
aged his poetical aspirations. Hunt was 
always a generous admirer ofNhis greater 
friend. but Keats outgrew him and Hunt 
did not know it. Keats also became inti- 
mately associated with. Benjamin Robert 
Haydon, the historical painter, whom he 
loved but could not worship. Haydon 
iwas a man of remarkable ability coupled 


| art was in his interpretation of the Elgin 
imarbles and to these treasures of ancient 
‘sculpture Keats owed his own arousal 
‘to the art so near of kin to poetry. 


with strange defects. 


‘narrow self-loving friendship Keats suf- 
‘fered. But he had enough perception to 
see that Keats’ head and face had fea- 
‘tures to make him a suitable model for 
‘one who was following Jesus in Haydon’s 
large painting, “Christ’s Entry Into Jeru- 
'salem,” though Keats was not then a 
‘Christian believer. Probably it’ was that 
expression of his countenance — that 
“singular beauty and brightness . . . as 
if he had been looking on some glorious 
sight,” of which one who heard him 
lecture, wrote—upon which the artistic 
sense of Haydon seized as suitable to the 
scene. 

The young poet, having no home ties, 
traveled from one part of England to 
another, as the fancy seized him to be 
near certain friends or in ‘such localities 
as favored his work. In 1817 his first 
book, which was dedicated to Leigh 
Hunt, was published. Every poem in 
this little volume is of interest, but the 
poet spent not a moment, apparently, 
in contemplation of what he had done, 
for even before, it appears, he is writ- 
ing “Endymion” in the Isle of Wight, 
working eight hours a day. Later he 
stayed with his friend, Benjamin Bailey, 
then a divinity student. afterward 
Archdeacon Bailey of Ceylon, Together 
they made a trip to Stratford. He was 
with his brothers at Teignmouth when, 


in 1818, “Endymion” was _ published 
land the vials of literary abuse were 
opened. 


A pedestrian tour to Scotland with 


Charles Armitage Brown, another true 
friend. furnished him the fine images 
embodied in the two sonnets on Aijlsa 
Crag and Ben Nevis. These tours are 
commemorated in characteristic and _ il- 


luminating letters, into which we shall 
dip at another time. 


There was a strony vein of family af- 
fection in Keats which was never al- 
lowed full expression. His bother Tom 


had passed away, after months of de- 
voted care from the poet. who, as a boy. 
had similarly attended his mother. His 
brother George had married and gone to 
Louisville, Ky., where he was at one 
time in partnership with Audubon, the 
naturalist. It was to George’s wife. 
Georgiana Augusta Wylie, for whom le 
had a-deep, brotherly affection that he 
wrote the sonnet beginning 
“Nymph of the downward 
sidelong glance” — 


smile and 

His sister Fanny was but a child, and 
was withheld from him by circumstances 
of her guardianship. He was, therefore, 
now, alone, and at Hampstead he and 
his friend Brown set up housekeeping 
together. Here it was that he met Miss 
Fanny Brawne living with her mother 
near by, and a desperate infatuation 
ensued. Miss Brawne was a_ volatile 
young woman incapable of apprehend- 
ing a mind of his caliber, who yet seems 
to have had some sincere, even @f su- 
perficial affection for him. The attach- 
ment took a violent hold upon him, but 
at no time did this have more than the 
semblance of love, She had for him a 
fascination from which he tried many 
times to free himself. He was never at 
his best when under her influence; she 
seems never to have awakened in him a 
thought higher than herself. The inspira- 
tion toward all good and noble things 
which some women have been to others 
of our poets, to their everlasting better- 
ment and the enrichment of the world, 
was alien to her nature. He was looking 
for what she was not capable of giving; 
it was “the deep calling to the shallows,” 
and there were apparently few moments 
of right peace in their months of inti- 
mate companionship. 

His letters, when they were separated 
by his Italian journey, written at a 
time when his mortal life was beset with 
its fiercest storms, are piteous misrepre- 
sentations of his bettcr and true self. 


These letters Miss Brawne kept and 
afterwards allowed them to be printed, 
an act of vanity which proved her unfit- 
ness to be the love of such an one as 
Keats. For true love would have woven 
of itself a mantle, covering away from 
curious-eyes that which should have 
been a sacred trust. But once these let- 
ters were published they became a part 
of the history which cannot be ignored, 
and amid all their distraught appeals, 
their despairs and bitter self-pity, their 
alternate mingling of eloquence’ and 
bathos, there is from first to last no 
least betrayal of grossness. This is what 
one writer means, who, says, “There is 
nothing here to be afraid of.” 

Another unhappy feature of Keats’ ca- 
reer which may not be overlooked, but in 
which he aequitted himself nobly, is his 
treatment at the hands of the two most 
influential Tory journals of the day. 
\The famous, infamous, ‘article of the 
Quarterly Review upon “Endymion” must 
indeed be read in toto to be appreciated. 
Right in some respects of just criticism,

not care to understand that the connec- 
tion was a friendly, not a political one.

the facts permit us to believe that the

But 
time has proved the facts to be other- 
wise. To say that he was stung by these 
“arrows of outrageous fortune” is but 
to say that he was humanly vulnerable; 
to say that he allowed them to rankle 
and destroy is to deny to him the moral 
intrepidity that all his friends bear Wwit- 
ness he possesssed. In the midst of the 
fiercest criticism of “Endymion” he. 
wrote: “Praise or blame has but a mo- 
mentary effect upon the man whose love 
of beauty in the abstract makes him a 
severe critic of his works. 

When I feel that | am riglt, no external! 
praise can give me such a glow as my 
own solitary re-perception of what is 
fine.” 

These words—and there are others as 
fine and self-reliant—are not the words 
of a weakling. nor of one who could he 
robbed of his career by a flood of cruel 
words.

This Keats de- 
clined, feeling that his literary inde- 
pendence might thereby be fettered: and 
he elected instead to go to Rome with 
his friend Joseph Severn, whose name 
is fragrant wherever heart of friend 
answers to heart. Severn was a young 
artist then, just struggling into recogni- 
tion, and had won a prize which enabled 
him to study in Rome. They sailed 
Sept. 20, 1820, but contrary winds de- 
layed the vessel, and twice it touched 
English soil again. It was ‘at Dorset- 
shire that Keats wrote the sonnet 

“Bright star, would I were steadfast as 

thou art.” 


There was no poetry written and'little 
art study accomplished in the five months 
spent in Italy. Nowhere in the annals 
of friendship is there anything more 
touching and beautiful than the love of 
Severn and WKeats during these days—the 
watchful assiduity and unselfishness of 
Severn, and the peaceful change his love 
wrought upon the*unquiet sea of Keats’ 
mortal life. One can think of no words 
so applicable as the ancient tribute of 
another love story—‘‘Thy love to me was 
wonderful, passing the love of women.” 

Not once did Severn relax -his devo- 
tion until Keats slept in his apms, with 
words of consideration’ for Severn warm 
upon his lips. Seyern was a Christian, 
and the love he lived, combined with his 
unwavering faith, had begotten an echo 
in the heart of the poet. All the untir- 
ing friend knew to give he gave—his 
owt cemfort tnthought of, his prospects 
as a painter seemingly endangered, his 
arms and his heart open day and night,

Excavation for the new storm sewer 
crossing’ Central avenue at Lyons street 
has been completed, the favorable weather 
of the past few weeks having lent an 
impetus to the work, and concreting 
around the sewer is well advanced. It 
will form a junction near the railroad 
yard with an old masonry sewer extend- 
ing to the sea, The walls of the old 
sewer were found tq be in good condi- 
tion, but it has been necessary to deepen 
the opening all the way through to con- 
form with the size of the new sewer. 
On account of the close quarters, only 
five or six men can be employed on this 
work at one time.

Many prefer to ship on freighters 
bound for the far east and Orient, as 
such positions occupy the greater part 
of the “dull” season. 

However, during the portion of the 
vear that they are employed as stewards, 
their daily life bears a close resem- 
blance to the constantly changing scenes 
of motion pictures. Hardly do they be- 
come accustomed to their surroundings 
and acquainted with the passengers be- 
fore the ship reaches its destination and 
a new consignment of travelers is given 
to their care. The responsibility that 
accompanies the work of the steward is 
only slightly appreciated by the thou- 
sands of people who annually cross the 
ocean, most travelers considering them 
simply as handy personages who can 
immediately produce any desired object 
and satisfy the wishes of those on board. 

During the summer travel each big 
liner has its stewards for every branch 
of work. There is the cabin steward, 
the dining room steward, the saloon, 
deck, lounging room stewards, and in 
fact one for every branch of employment 
on the ship. Of them all, however, the 
cabin steward’s position is considered 
the best. [ 

The hour for going on duty while 
on a voyage is on most vessels 5:30 
a. m., and usually the work lasts until 
1l p. m., although they sometimes ar- 
range to take every other night off 
among themselves, which allows them 
from 9 o’clock until the next morning. 
When the steward begins work in the 
morning, he cleans the passageways be- 
tween the long lines of staterooms. 
A little later in the day he makes the 
upper berths in the staterooms, leaving 
the lower ones to the women stewards, 
of which each ship carries from two to 
half a dozen, The eabin steward is‘ also) 
the carver at every meal, having to 
stand in the eared and serve to the 
waiters.

AN UNUSUAL SITUATION IN 
QUOTATIONS IS REVEALED 


Wide Divergence in Prices of Packer and Country Hides 
Owing to the Fact That Country Supply Depends 
Upon Supply and Demand. 


A comparison of packer and country 
hides prices at the present time reveals 
a most unusual situation. Packer hides, 
as the name implies, are those taken off 
by the packers. On account of the su- 
perior skill in the take-off, these hides 
ordinarily sell 14% cents higher than coun- 
try hides from exactly the same grade 
Thus, native cows under 55 
pounds are the packer hides correspond- 
ing exactly to No. 1 buff hides, a coun- 
try hide, Both are used practically en- 
tirely in the manufacture of upper 
leather. 

At the present time the spread between 
the price for lightweight native cows 
and No. 1 buff hides is almost 3 cents, 
practically double the usual difference. 

Under natural condition the prices for 
country hides follow the packers. Since 
July 1 last an extraordinary divergence 
has occurred. The demand for hides has 
been very light. The tanners as a whole 
throughout the country are operating at 
not over 50 per cent of their capacity.

On July 1 lightweight native cows and 
buff hides were both selling at 
11 cents, the low prices for the packers 
being due to the abnormally large supply | 
accumulated in the expectancy of higher 
prices. then the packers 
raised the price of native cows under 
pounds, in the face of wholesale cur- 
tailment among the tanneries, to 13% 
cents at the present time; and 
buff hides, whose supply not 
trolled, and which depend purely on sup- 
ply and demand, have declined to 10% 
cents and are very weak at that price.

EDITORIAL 


Boston, Mass., Saturday, October 15, 1910. 


AFTER casting his vote in Cincinnati on 
Noy. 8, President Taft will proceed directly 
to Charleston, S$. C., where, on the 10th, 
he will embark on board the armored 
cruiser North Carolina for the isthmus 
of Panama. ‘The cruiser Montana ‘will act 
as convoy. The journey either way can be 
/Sngide. by. those “vessels in four. days. 
| Allowing for a stop of four days in the 
~ Canal Zone, Mr. Taft will be back in 
Washington again about two weeks before the assembling of the 
short session of Congress. ‘The main object of his visit to Panama, 
of course, is to obtain at first hand certain information relating 
to the progress and future of the canal, that he may place this 
information before the national legislature in his annual message. 
Enough is already known to make possible some running 
remarks touching the scope, character and importance of. this 
It should be said in advance, perhaps, that the 
President had given up the idea of visiting the Canal Zone this 
fall and that the visit was finally determined upon only after a 
long conversation with Colonel Goethals, chief engineer of tHe 
enterprise, at Beverly. It developed in this conversation that it

_would be best for the President to see with his own eyes and hear 


with his own ears the things with which it is essential he shall 
acquaint Congress in regard to this stupendous undertaking. 

Assurance should be given the: public with relation to the 
sliding of the earth at Culebra. A great deal more is being thought 
than/ sard about this matter, a fact which speaks eloquently for 
the growth of confidence in the ability of the chief engineer and 
his associates to meet and solve all problems. There has been an 
undercurrent of uneasiness in the country on this score. [t should 
suffice now to say that the slide is no longer regarded by the 
engineers as a serious matter. It is not interfering with construction, 
and it is not expected to delay the completion of the work a single 
day. i:The opening has been fixed for Jan. 11, 1945, but it is 
the conviction of those capable of forming an estimate from present 
progress that the waterway will, in tact, be ready to receive shipping 
long before that time. 

Problems pressing for solution now are those of operation, 
management, government, rather than those of construction. One 
of these has world-wide importance, not so much because of its 
commercial aspect as because of its moral bearings. ‘The United 
States involved itself in certain obligations during the diplomatic 
stage of the enterprise to make the canal an open highway for the 
commerce of the world. A nice question of international ethics 
arises in the matter of fortifying the canal with the view to its 
protection. Such points are raised as: By and against whom should 
the canal be protected? If it is simply a connecting channel between 
two oceans free to the world’s commerce and unprotected by any 
nation, why should it be fortified? Yet some hold that a piece of 
property costing in the neighborhood of *$400,000,000 should be 
protected against all possible injury, and since the United States 
paid all the bills it should have the right to determine the form 
of the protective measures. These points will unquestionably be 
discussed in the President's message, and it 1s probable, in view of 
the rapid progress of work upon the canal, that early action will 
be recommended. 

The question of tolls is becoming one of deepening interest. 
Shipowners the world over are beginning to inquire into the 
government's policy in this respect. The points involved here may 
be summarized in this fashion: Shall the United States make a 
gift of the Panama canal outright to the civilized world jn the 
interest of international commerce and in furtherance of universal 
good feeling? Or shall the tolls be fixed so as to leave a margin 
of net profit, after covering operating expenses, which will meet all 
maintenance charges? Or shall the tolls merely take on the form 
of contributions from the world’s shipping toward the proper 
maintenance of this great international highway? ‘his enterprise 
differs from the Suez canal in that it is a public, rather than a 
private, undertaking. The Suez canal returns huge dividends. 
Why should the United States look for other dividends than those 
which will come to it through the legitimate expansion of its 
commerce and trade by reason of the opening of the Panama canal 
to the world at large? 

The country, committed to a policy of peace and good will, 
expects the President to take the very broadest view of both of 
these questions. Without posing as a philanthropist it has an 
opportunity here of taking a course so liberal and so generous as 
to win for it the respect and friendship of its sister nations on all 
the continents. 

Other matters of canal management and zone government are 
rather national than international in character and these will have 
to be dealt with almost immediately by Congress. The management 
of the canal must be simplified and made as efficient and economical 
as possible. With the completion of the construction work the 
zone will undergo a great change. The government of the canal 
district must be no less efficient than that of the canal itself. ‘The 
present high sanitary standard must be maintained. The present 
high standard of order must be preserved. The United States 
government will be responsible before the whole world for the good 
government of the zone, morally as well as physically, and it is 
not too soon now to consider how best may be prevented the 
introduction of conditions which later on it may be difficult to change 
for the better. There is ample opportunity, as there is ample 
reason, for avoiding some of the early experiences of the communities 
contiguous to the Suez canal. 

All this leads to the conclusion that the affairs of the Panama 
canal are certain to command a very large share of the attention 
of the nation during the next few years. ‘The President is 


manifestly awake to this fact. 


T'HE United States fish commission is making another attempt 
to plant Atlantic lobsters in the Pacific, and with this end in view

With such a chance the artist makes his 
studio’ in the open. The bracing atmosphere sends color to the 
cheek, and asks eye and hand to join technique with impressionability. 
A picture conceived and executed under such favorable auspices 
must reflect nature’s intentions and prove a satisfaction to the 
artist and his public. 

The city with its bustling life, no less than the quiet hamlet 
or the scene less frequented by man, asks 1n autumn to be included 
as a fitting subject for portrayal. How wondertully clear the skv 
above the buildings! The slanting sun makes windows revel in 
burnished copper and hues of gold. Trees in square or avenue fit 
in as sottening influences where passing street cars or hurrying 
feet show the community awake to the business of the day and 
hour.

Wirn all due respect to the Democracy of Massachusetts, it 
may be truthfully asserted that 1f the post-convention “straw ballot” 
of delegates nominates any one for Governor, the choice will not be 
prophetig in every sense of the word. 
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Titat the more optimistic sentiment prevail- 
ing in financial and business circles has 
The substantial reason for existence is borne out 
. by developments of the week. The most 
encouraging of these was the government 
report on the condition of the cereal crops. 
Briefly, the statement showed a corn crop of 
considerably over 3,000,000,000 bushels, the 
largest ever produced in this country. The 
governments estimate of spring wheat 
indicated a very much better yield than did the report a month ago. 
The total wheat harvest for 1910 of nearly 700,000,000 bushels is 
not far behind the bountiful crop of last vear. The yield of oats 
is estimated at considerably over a billion bushels, the largest ever 
harvested. 

The report of the United States Steel Corporation, issued this 
week, showed that unfilled orders on Sept. 1 were close. to the 
lowest on record. The statement was even more unfavorable than 
had been expected by many. However, business interests were not 
inclined to look with any degree of alarm upon the exhibit. Although 
the steel industry has not improved to any extent thus far this 
month, it 1s believed that a change for the better 1s not far distant. 
Almost all iron and steel products, except rails, have been declining 
in price, and there is some prospect of a reduction in rail prices 
soon. <A cut of three or four dollars a ton would still leave a good 
margin of profit, if reports are correct, and it would hkely stimulate 
the buying of rails so long deferred by the various railway systems 
whose needs are becoming more urgent every day. In any event

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the feeling in business circles 1s decidedly more cheerful, even in 


the face of the unfavorable tonnage report. All interests agree that 
the large crops mean immediately more traffic for the railways 
and eventually more business for iron and steel and other industries. 
The greater activity in the bond market recently is of more 
significance than many realize. There has been a better demand 
for high-grade securities, and prices have advanced accordingly. 


The improvement here, doubtless, will soon invite large financial. 


undertakings. Corporations have been obliged to postpone 
improvements of an extensive character for the reason that they 
found it difficult if not impossible to dispose of their bonds at 
anything like nominal figures. ‘There has been comparatively little 
investment buying of either stocks or bonds for a year or more. 
Money which has accumulated in large amounts is now, seeking 
permanent lodgment. Railways and other institutions will soon be 
enabled to float large issues. A business boom is neither expected 
nor desired, but it is generally agreed that an improvement is 
gradually taking place. 
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THe merchants of Berlin subscribed $2,500,000 to the

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Irom Ottawa comes the agreeable announce- 
nent that Canada and the United States 
will probably be negotiating for a reciprocity 
treaty before the end of this month. News 
so gratifying effaces the slight disappoint- 
ment expressed because of Premier Laurier’s | 
lukewarm reference to reciprocity in his | 
recent speech at Montreal, for President | 
Taft appears in a fair way to add another | 
accomplishment to the long list of achieve- 
ments credited to his administration.- This time he took the 
initiative in proposing an international conference; Canada’s 
overtures had been rebuffed so often that she had lost interest in 
the possibility of improved tariff relations. Sir Wilfrid’s 
cngagements prevented the Dominion government from undertaking 
the negotiations last spring, when President Taft's letter was 
received. Now both the premier and the finance minister, it is 
said, are ready to act on the President's proposal, and Secretary 
Inox will choose the time and place for the conference. 

Premier Laurier’s advocacy of reciprocity with this country 
is a matter of record, and the views of Finance Minister Fielding 
also are well defined. ‘There can be no doubt, judging from the 
advances made in the past, that the Canadian government realizes 
the desirability of friendlier tariff relations with the United States, 
and of late the public agitation in both countries for a reciprocity 
treaty has been renewed. ‘The farmers of western Canada insist 
upon an agreement that will enable them to market their products 
more readily in America. Industries of the United States have been 
calling for mutual concessions during many years, but without 
success. Some American political leaders have made reciprocity 
their campaign slogan and won victories. Others have openly 
advocated free trade with Canada, but national sentiment inclines 
toward less radical departures from precedent. Naturally Canada 
will seek*to make her fish, timber, coal, minerals and agricultural 
products the basis of an agreement, and concessions for the benefit 
of American manufacturers will apply prominently to agricultural 
implements. It is in other manufactured articles that leading 
obstacles to agreement may be encountered. Both countries, 
however, will feel stronger hope henceforth that trade relations 
are to be readjusted on broad and liberal lines. 

In his recent address Premier Laurier said, “The first duty of 
a government is to work for the prosperity of the people. The 
American trade is worth having.’ ‘That was his answer to the 
Conservatives-in Canada who attacked him for discussing reciprocity 
with the United States and seeking “to open the way to that great 
inarket.” The Conservatives can hardly expect to check, by 
opposition, a movement that gains momentum with years. 
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Benuinp the hesitation of the French | 
gvovermmnent to float the Turkish loan has | 
lain the shadow of the Turkish-Roumanian | 
alliance. Whatever other people may, the | 
Quai d’Orsay does not forget that the King | 
of Roumania is a Hohenzollern. The new | 
alliance, negotiated either at the instigation 
of the Germanic powers, or at all events in 
their manifest interest, creates a condition 
which has been described as the Germanizing 
of Turkey. Up to now, Turkey has felt unable to make an attack 
on Greece, owing to the fact that the moment her columns entered 
Thessaly, she believed the Bulgarians would fall upon her rear. 
With Roumania as an ally, this fear is now destroyed, and it 1s 
realized in Paris that the military element of the Young Turkish 
party, which is rapidly gaining the ascendant, may at any moment 
attempt to bring the Cretan question to a crisis by an attack on 
Greece. Such an attack would possibly plunge the Balkans into 
war. ‘Whether, if Bulgaria were attacked, Russia would be able 
to stay her hand, no’ man knows, much less whether, if Russia 
entered Roumania, the Germanic powers would not be committed 
too deeply to avoid themselves interfering. So closely are all the 
political threads bound together, that a single false move might 
plunge Europe into war. 

In these circumstances, France finds herself in a position to 
exercise a great controlling influence. It is not impossible that the 
necessary loan could be raised in Berlin and Vienna, but it is next 
to impossible that this could be done except by a financial sacrifice 
which the German powers may not see their way to accept. The 
result is that, as has been pointed out in detail in these columns, 
the French government finds itself the arbiter of the situation, 
and the French government naturally hesitates to find the money 
which it believes will be used to strengthen the Turkish armaments 
i a way threatening not only to its personal interests, but to the 
peace of Europe. ‘The consequence is that the’ financial question, 
as financial questions so frequently do when nations are concerned, 
has become a political one, and guarantees have been demanded, not 
merely for the security of the loan proper, but for the subsequent 
good behavior of the borrower. 

The one country which has it in its power to upset the 
calculations of the French statesmen is the United Kingdom; and the 
United Kingdom is bound to France in this instance not merely as 
a member of the triple entente, but as one of the powers responsible 
for the Cretan decision. In addition to this, the English financiers 
are not in any hurry to undertake to raise the present loan. They 
are perfectly well aware that the market for Turkish bonds is in 
Paris, and they remember with anything but satisfaction the

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comparative failure of the attempt to help Turkey financially which. 
was made in London last year. Whether Sir Ixrnest Cassel ever 


seriously contemplated coming to the financial rescue of the Porte, 
is one of those things the world talks about without knowing; but 
it is doubtful if Sir Ernest Cassel could have floated the projected 
loan without some assistance from Berlin, owing to the serious 
disfavor with which the city of London would have regarded the 
enterprise. | 

The financial straits of Turkey are understood to be desperate, 
and it seems probable that the loan will after all be negotiated in 
Paris, for in Paris and in London, and not in Berlin and Vienna, 
the Young Turks received the sympathy and moral support which 
largely assisted them in the recent coup detat which unseated 
Abdul Hamid. If, however, the loan should be floated, and the 
quotation on the Bourse should be authorized, it may be taken for 


. granted that it will be because the French cabinet has made terms 


that will secure not only the capital to be advanced, but the methods 
in which the capital is to be expended.
